When we consider all this—what it Is in
China to be a Christian—it makes us won-
der how much of our own duty Is real,
how much of it would stand the test of
persecution, how much is personal, con-
trolling, inuividual, possessed of a living
existence, apart from the conventional
plandard amldst which we live?

When the California colonists first
settled on the land at Wahlawa it was
not supposed to be very valuable and
they purchased it at low rates, The
surprising high price which it brought
was the cause of much elation among
the settlera.
